London, Sept. 19 uP)—A 30 5 per 
cent cut in the dollar value of the 
pound sterling hit the British public 
today like a blow in the face. There 
was financial turm oil the world over 
The labor government, in a des­ 
perate gamble to save the nation 
from threatened bankruptcy, hunger 
and misery, slashed the worth ol 
the pound last night from $4 03 to 
$2.80. 
Banks were closed. The London 
Stock 
Exchange 
and 
those 
in 
France, 
Holland. 
Greece, 
South 
Africa and many other countries 
were shut down. Foreign exchange 
trading was forbidden in much of 
Europe and the sterling area. In 
London, 
harried 
brokers 
traded 
stocks and bonds on the sidewalk 
Business At Standstill 
Business was a vim tai standstill 
in this great city which once was 
the financial and economic heart ol 
the world. 
Ten nations of Europe and Asia 
quickly cheapened their money to 
m atch the British move. Cabinets 
in other world capitals held em er­ 
gency sessions to decide what to do. 
It was the biggest financial tu r­ 
moil the world has seen since B rit­ 


ain went off the gold standard on 
another September Sunday night 
almost 18 years ago to the day. 
Devaluation of the pound was in­ 
tended 
to 
solve 
Britains’ 
grave 
financial crisis by selling more and 
cheaper goods to America. 
Must Earn More Dollars 
To Americans, devaluation of the 
pound can m ean cheaper Scotch 
whisky, English tweed, Staffordshire 
china and scores of other British- 
made products 
The British, economic boss Sir 
Stafford Cripps said last night in a 
nation-wide radio address, are bank­ 
ing on a big boost in dollar earnings 
—enough for Britain to become self­ 
supporting by the time the Euro­ 
pean recovery program ends in 1952. 
‘ That. is the only perm anent solu­ 
tion for our difficulties—earn more 
dollars," Cripps declared. 
He warned th at if B ritain’s gold 
reserves continue to drain away as 
j fast as they have in recent months, 
Britons will suffer "lower standards 
I (of living) and widespread unem ­ 
ployment.”

USE OF IODIZED 
SALT PROMOTED 
BY UNCLE SAM 


Bv FRANK CAREY 
(Associated Press Science Writer) 
Washington, Sept. 19 bO — The 
government w'ants every salt shaker 
in the nation filled with "iodized 
salt.” 
That's ordinary table salt with a 
little iodine add^d to it. 
Government and other authorities 
have Just announced a new program 
to encourage it* use They contend 
this will give the average person 
enough iodine to: 
I Help prevent one of the com­ 
monest forms of goiter. 
2. Help fortify the people s health 
generally—becuse Iodine is an es­ 
sential food element and some folks 
don t get enough of it from their 
regular food. 
Known Over Century 
Iodized salt Is not new As early 
as 1861 It* use was suggested to 
prevent goiter. Over the years var­ 
ious health groups have advocated 
It* uae. Now the government, the 
medical profession, public health 
authorities and the salt industry 
have joined to attem pt to get every­ 
one to use It. 
Dr W H Bebrell of the National 
Institutes of Health <NIH> says in 
an article in “public health re­ 
ports :" 
“Many people who take vitamin 
tablets and are careful about getting 
an adequate supply of vitamins neg­ 
lect the iodized salt which will in ­ 
sure a health minimum of iodine 
for the norm al person” 
Why Essential?

Do laws setting up mandatory 
price supi>ort programs require the 
government to see to It that every 
farmer gets at least the minimum 
guarantee for every bushel of his 
gram, every pound of his livestock 
and every dozen of his eggs? 
This question bobbed up again 
this week after the Agriculture De­ 
partment 
announced 
a 
material 
change in its program for support­ 
ing hog prices. 
('onrrrned W i t h A verages 
The departm ent .said in effect that 
from now on it will not attempt to 
assure any farmer the minimum 
price for any of h is hogs 
All it 
will do will be to try to keep the 
average of prices received by all 
farmers for all hog.s from dropping 
below the support level. 
Prior to thus change the depart­ 
ment had committed itself to main­ 
tain prices at all local markets at 
the price support level Under this 
commitment individual (armers had 
fair assurance th at they would get 
the guaranteed minimum.
